improvements made in our times bj medicine and Mir, 
The varions changes and additions whieh have been completed 
during if: w years, and reported upon bo your t-:\<-fll< 

lasting memorials of the liberality of tin- citizens of this 
■ ■. their generous contributions, have enabled the 
Board of Administrators to make Buch improvements hs the 
DeeesBitiet ol the institution required. H is annecessary to 
recapitulate these various Improvements, as fcbej nave been 
tolly mentioned In the past During the year 1887 the total 
number of admissions was 5360; to this figure must be added 689 
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patients who were in the Hospital on Jauuary 1, lf>87. On 
December 31, 1887, there were rii-j patients remaining in the 
Hospital. Daring the year there were 941 deaths, making the per 
ibout l". jM-i cent. The ootdoor clinic has continued t<> 
enlarge the benefits conferred by the Hospital upon the public, 
while al I lie same time it baa relieved the Institution from man; 
:■•> which otherwise would have, ;it limes, overcrowded its 
wards. Daring the year 1887, 12,085 patients were treated by 
this clinic It-- advantages have been further extended by the 
addition of a Department of Dentistry, whose success fully 
attests its necessity . 

The hospital has labored under the disadvantage of having 
to sell its warrants at a discount. Uei'eiciiec is made in rhisoon- 
nectiou to the Keport of the Treasurer, wherein the losses from 
this cause are folly detailed and the financial condition of the 
establishment is clearly stated. Fortunately, (here is a brighter 
outlook for the future in the matter of warrants, and it is be- 
lieved that the hospital will he relieved from many of the di?~ 
advantages which the depreciation of warrants formerly entailed. 

It is gratifying to be able in state that, notwithstanding the 
numerous improvements made in the last six years, the hospital 
is almost entirely flee from debt, and the wiping out of the small 
balance, still due on these improvements, may be confidently 
looked for in the netii future. Attention is railed particularly 
to the subject of leprosy, which will be found detailed in the 
Report of the House Surgeon; '1'he Board of Administrators 
fully concur with that gentle man's conclusions and recommend- 
ations on this important matter. 

lu view oi the greater efficiency of the class of Hosj 

students, it is earnestly hoped that the Legislature may recon- 
sider its action in regard to the appointment of Looisiaaians 
only to this important element in the economy of the institu- 
tion. It is believed that ret Lection will demonstrate the m 
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sjiy of admitting only the very best men to minister to the wants 
of tin' afflicted within the Hospital precincts, and whilst the 
Boaiil of Administrators would willingly do injustice to no one, 
still the liberal scientific spirit of the. age would seem to demand 
that all in* considered as brothers in science, and that no artifi- 
cial boundary line be erected to oppose the admission of oon- 
Louisianiaus as BtudeDts. The Board is anxious nut be misiui- 
derstood on this important topic, and while they would willingly 
s«t Lonisianians (ill the ranks of the Hospital students, si ill they 
would desire that justice be done i<> all, in order thai the llos 
pita! might enjoy the services of the best talent to be obtained, 
and for thai purpose they would reveri to the time honored 
axiom "May tin- best man win," believing its adoption would 
eventually prove as satisfactory as it would be m accordance 
with the liberal scientific spirit of the age. 

The tabors of the hoard have been greatly assisted by the 
gentle ministrations of the good Sisters of Charity, whom it 
were needless to praise. The courtesy, efficiency aud seal of the 
House Surgeon, his Assistant, ami the Staff Of students, aie de- 
serving of Bpecial commendation. 

The Ambulance Corps have done their work well, and their 

services aregrateftiUy acknowledged. The Secretary and Tress 

mer, the Pathologist, the clerk, the Apothecary, the Engineer, 
and all the personnel of the Hospital, are deserving of the most 
favorable mention for the great rate and fidelity with which 
their respective positions have been filled. The Hospital Li- 
brary has been fostered, audit is hoped that its sphere of useful 
ness will gradually become greater, for it is proper thai the 
Library of the Charity Hospital in New Orleans should become 
the centre of medical literature in the South and Southwest.

Gentlemen — At the close of another year, 1 have the honor to 
submit die ansnal records and report generally <>n the medical 
management of the Hospital. 

The total number of Inmates treated was 5999, including *>'■'•'■> 
remaining at the last report, and 6360 aew patients admitted, 
The inmates comprise 1078 white and HUM colored; males 

..-. 2919, colored 1249); females 1833 (white 1159, colored 
672); children under ten rears of age LQ8. 

The admissions were 1 17 less Hum the previous year; 7s:; less 

than in 1885; 1926 less than in 1884. Thecontu [reduction in 

the number of admissions indicates the good health of the people 
of the State, and the regions tributary u> this city. Noepidemio 
has prevailed among the patients; only the diseases incident toour 
soil and climate, of which pulmonary, intestinal and malarial 
affections are the most common. 

Tin- daily average of inmates was greatest in December — 
734; smallest in .lime 572, Thedailj average of inmates during 
tin- year was 638; L2 the daih average i>t' admissions. 

Of the 5999 inmates treated, 1336 were discharged; cured, 
2365, or nearly 55 per cent.; unproved, I 134, or mure than 38 pen 
cent.; unimproved, 537, or a little more than r_* per cent. 

There were 941 deaths— a total mortality of L5 per cent. Of 
the total deaths, i 75 occurred on the daj of admission; 55 on i In- 
following day. Deducting the --'m deaths of patients admitted 
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fti extremis, the total mortality is red need to 11 percent The 
reception room, opened tinder your direction, has been very use- 
ful in the cure of moribund patients and those admitted at night 

The records of the' Outdoor Department, submitted here- 
with, show tlie attendance o! L2,0S5 visiting patients. We have 
aimed at a better organization of the outdoor clinics, where 
many patients are now i reined. : ,i utile or no cost to the 
Hospital, who would otherwise lie admitted and maintained as 
inmates. By your direction, the range >,( usefulness of the 
Institution has been widened, and thai by a system which proi eg 
an economy in its management. The indoor and outdoor 

patients should be treated separately, as far as practicable, that 

the more seriously ill of the inmates may not be disturbed by 
the presence of \ isitors. The necessity of separate buildings for 
the Outdoor Department, as provided by some of the best metro- 
politan hospitals, becomes more and mote apparent. The 
erection of these buildings, upon a plan providing loi the 
exigencies of the outdoor service, would entail an expense 
beyond the ordinary resources of the Hospital. The city of 
New Orleans, whose people chiefly are the beueficiaries of this 
chaiity, should. i>_\ contribution, aid your efforts to provide 

better facilities lor the medical relief of the Outdoor poor, and 
those iti control of municipal affairs should be impressed with 
the obligal ion resting on them. 

Counting the 5999 inmates and 12,085 treated i" the outdoor 
clinics, the medical work of the year, stated briefly, oompri 
the care of ls.osi patients. Comparison with reports from situ 
lar institutions elsewhere. Strengthens the conviction that our 
piesenl system of hospital management entails the least expense 
with the widest distribution of its charities. 

The report of the Ambulance Service shows the increasing 
usefulness of this branch of the medical department. During 

the year. 1216 patients received its benefits; 2940 since the 
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inauguration of the service on February 2. LNKo. The service 
is still being conducted under the rules and regulations origin- 
ally adopted, which reserve the ambulances for cases of emer- 
gency only, tmt which give (In- use of them, without charge 
alike to all who deserve the benefit, whether they desire to be 
brought to iln* Hospital or conveyed from the place of accident 
bo their homes. When our Engineer has fitted up each ambu- 
lance with ao electric battery for the treatment of cases of 
narcotic poisoning, the equipments will be Dearly complete. 
I have only words of commendation for i lie ambulance corps. 
who, day and night, have discharged their duty faithfully and! 
efficiently. 

The various works of improvement accomplished under 
your administration have in past report* become matters of 
public: record. Some necessary improvements, suggested in 
previous reports, yet remain unaccomplished, the completion of 
which would help very much to bring this house np to the 
modern st and a i (I of hospital const met ion. lit this connection, 
I beg to mention the necessity of an improvement in the venti- 
lation of the main building; new water closets in connection 
with the sewer system ; improved stationary and portable bat lis. 
With the excellent steam attachments of the Hospital, aayst 
of vapor and other hot baths, for the treatment of special dis- 
eases, could be constructed at comparatively little expense. 

Since my last report, a Dental Clinic has been established 
under the direction of I>r. A. 0. Friedrichs. ;!U d many who 
formerly suffered at ourwillingbnl unskillful hands now receive 
proper treatment. 

Four attention is respectfully directed to the fact that 
twenty-two eases of leprosy were treated at the Hospital dnring 
the year, and repotted by onr dermatologist, Dr. H. W. Blanc. 
The following is an extract from his report : "Of the twenty- 
two eases of leprosy here reported, twenty now reside in this 
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city, and all, wiih the exception of two, are stilt living. Four 
cases are now being treated in the dermatologies] wards of the 
Hospital. Eleven were white males, four of then] being boys 
under seventeen years of age ; live were white females. Of 
negroes there « ere I WO males and {wo females. Natives of New 
Orleans, L0j of Louisiana, elsewhere, 5; of Germany, 6; of 
England, 1 ; of St. Louis, Mo., I. In eleven eases the tuber 
polar form predominated ; in four cases the anaesthetic form was 
more marked, and in the remaining six both forms of the disease 
were equally well manifested." 

The Legislature of the Stale should he informed in regard 
to the number of lepers among the people, and urged to pro\ hie 
for the eare of these patients in a home remote from public 
thoroughfares. 

A matter of great importance to the medical management 
of the hospital, to which your attention is specially directed, ia 
the operation of the law by which the appointment of resident 
students is restricted to Louisianfaus. Under this system of 
restriction, the honor which usually attaches to i-esideno 
the hospital has been so much diminished that the Louisiana 
students, who are themselves the beneficiaries, prefer i<> enter 
in open competition with their classmates. Louisiauians have 
always stood creditably in the competitive examinations, as 
evidenced bj the fact thai a majority of the resident, students 
of past, years have been residents of the State. The rivalry for 
preferment in an open competition has always stimulated them 
to excellence in class standing. The present law secures the 
appointment of a few students In advance of their preparation 

for the practical dnties which devolve nj them, when by the 

system of open competition the same students would probably 
enter a year or two later, and then be better prepared fcoren. 
der competent service and profit more by the practical advan- 
tages offered. My observation is that most of the Louisiana 
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students who set their hearts and heads on entering the hospital 
in open competition, have usually socceeded. Tin? law 
equally unjust bo a few students ol this State, in hurrying them 
bubo responsible positions for which they are ill-prepared, and 
to the rfetients whose lives are committed bo our keeping. The 
benefits offered the students of Louisiana <lo not, in the measure 
contemplated, redound bo the advantage of the people of the 
State. The field of medicine isnol divided by State lines, and 
the gradoates of tin- State Univereitj scatter over this Southern 
and Soothweetern country wherever opportunities for practice 
Some of those originally from other States come to reside 
permanently in Louisiana, while many Lonisianians emigrate 
clscwbcrc. The purpose of the law is patriotic, but entirely 
inconsistent with the liberal spirit which has always actua 
the administration of the hospital, and calculated En the future 
to lower the standard of competency and impair the efficiency 
of its medical service. For reasons above given, I respectfully 
recommend that the Legislature be urged bo repeal the law. 

Thanks are due for many contributions and ravors from 
the fi leads of the hospital, acknowledged in the accompanying 
iisi of donations prepared by Sister A^ues. 

In conclusion I beg to commend the competent service ren- 
dered by Dr. F. W. Parham, the Assista.it Souse Surgeon: and 
and other officers associated with me in eh a rye of their respec- 
tive departments, and acknowledge our Indebtedness, which we 
oan repay only with gratitude, for the aid given in our medical 
work by the unfidtering attention ot" the Sisters of charity. I 
desire, finally, to express my obligation 10 your honorable body 
for the kindly manner in which you have directed our medical 
work and promoted its usefulness through all the years of your 

administration.
